Give the chicken 
only water for 24 hours before it is 
killed. Food in the crop or in the in- 
testines of a dressed chicken causes 
loss of flavor and hastens decay, which 
more than offsets- any gain from ex- 
tra weight 


3. 
Qood bleeding is absolutely es- 
sential to a good appearance on the 
market and ' retards decay.

If we have any 
excuse at all for the use fo antiseptic 
substances in the aftercare ot wounds 
it is for the protection of others than 
the patient himself. If a wound'is in- 
fected—dirty, secreting pus or matter 
—then the use of antiseptic dressings 
is advisable, not because the antisep- 
tic^ can .appreciably alter the state 
of infection within the tissues, but be- 
cause the discharges are rendered less 
dangerous to other individuals, and 
because antiseptics tend 
unpleasant odors. 
to

The wet antiseptic dressing is de- 
servedly popular in the treatment of 
infected wounds and burns. 
-Avwet 
dressing, for some, reason. . or . other, 
gives more comfort than a dry dress- 
ing, and. besides it is more absorp- 
tive, it drains away the septic dis- 
charges better than a dry 
dressing 
does. 
In a dry; dressing there is a 
tendency for the 
discharges to des- 
'sicate and scab over, /obstructing 
drainage and bringing about an in- 
flammatory reaction in /the wound. 
There has been too much popular- 
ity for the wet bichloride-(corrosive 
sublimate 
or 
mercury) 
dressing. 
This antiseptic is too poisonous for 
domestic use. It should 
never be 
kept in the house. As a safe substi- 
tute, with equal antiseptic value, we' 
would suggest a teaspbonful of tinc- 
ture of iodine to the pint of water for

spoonful of boric acid to the pint of 
water (boiled); or a chinosol tablet 
in a pint of boiled water.

CLAIM CHILD LABOR 


POLICY IS MENACED 


BY RECENT OPINION 


Attorney 
General 
Asks 
Supreme 


Court to Reverse Itself In Ruling. 


on Compensation Act. 


[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


Madison, Wis., Nov. 18.—In a. brief 


filed today by Attorney General .Wal- 
ter C. Owen, the supreme court is 
asked to reverse Itself. Last month 
the court, in an opinion written by 
Justice Marshall, in the case of Clar- 
ence "Foth, a minor, against a Keno- 
sha manufacturer, construed certain 
words in the workmen's compensation 
act in such a way as to seriously ham- 
per the state in enforcing its well- 
known policy of restricting-child la- 
bor and the industrial exploitation of 
minors. 
The Industrial commission, 
which administers the child 
laser 
laws and the workmen's compensa- 
tion law, viewed the court's recent 
opinion with such grave foreboding; 
that it requested the attorney' general 
to ask a rehearing of the case. The 
resulting brief not 
only asks the 
court to correct what the attorney 
general deems an obvious error- in 
construing the language of the law. 
but also reviews the history of child 
labor prohibition in Wisconsin and 
the long struggle between the state, 
as the conserver of children, and the 
"money-minded employes" who 
put 
cash profits before life and limb and 
vigorous health of the state's future 
citizens.Boy Crippled.for Life. 
In the Kenosha 
case which the 
court is asked to re-open, a boy was 
crippled for life through an accident 
which he suffered while employed at 
work prohibited by law for one of his 
age. 
In similar cases the Industrial 
commission always . has 
refused to 
take jurisdiction under the compensa- 
tion law, 
thus leaving the injured 
party free to invoke his common law 
rights in an action for damages be- 
fore a court 
and jury. In several 
parallel cases juries have awarded 
large verdicts when confronted by a 
boy crippled for Lite because of an 
industrial accident suffered while un- 
lawfully employed. The attitude of 
the commission and of the 
lower 
courts brought clearly to the employ- 
ers' attention the expensive hazard of 
employing children illegally. In the 
instant case, however, the supreme 
court., placed a new construction upon 
'a few words in the compensation act 
and held, in effect, that the compen- 
sation act applied whenever a child 
was injured in an industrial accident. 
The "extreme result 
of this decision 
would be that an employer might as- 
sign a mere child to perform an ex- 
ceedingly hazardous piece of work in- 
stead of assigning a grown man to 
the job. If the child were killed, the 
employer probably would be called 
upon -to pay only the expense of bis 
burial, for the reason that compensa- 
tion does not accrue unless the de- 
ceased 
leaves dependents. 
Oc the 
other hand, when a man with a wife 
and children is killed, the employer 
is called upon to pay full compensa- 
tion of $3,000 or less to the depend- 
ents. Thus a premium is put upon 
the employment of children in dan- 
gerous employments. 
Cites Legislative Intent. 
The attorney general's brief states 
.hat the legislature obviously intend- 
ed to assist in the restriction of child 
labor and the enforcement of law by 
making it possible for injured minors 
to claim damages in an action before 
a jury. In further proof of the legis- 
lative intent, the brief relates that the 
1915 legislature refused to pass a bill 
which sought to accomplish exactly 
the thing now accomplished in the 
court's opinion in the Kenoshn. case. 
In showing the supreme court the at- 
titude of Wisconsin on the erploita- 
tion of children by industry, the at- 
torney general says: "This state has, 
for several years, taken, in the legis- 
lative department at least, a positive 
and aggressive position in stamping 
out the evils of child labor. The cen- 
tral idea of this policy of legislation 
lias beer, and is that the child and his 
childhood shall not be sacrificed to 
the greed of industry. To accomplish 
this idea it has been found necessary 
to make the employment of children 
in hazardous or ur.healthful occupa- 
tions criminal, and to subject the em- 
ployer to fines and penalties. Yet we 
'know that in spite of these efforts on 
the part of the state the evil is not 
wholly abated. We know that em- 
ployer? are daily weighing the profits 
or child labor against the liability to 
penalty under these statutes, in ca.se 
they are detected in 
the violation 
thereof." 
The attorney general ar- 
Kues that the legislature, in passing 
the compensation act, included addi- 
tional penalties for the "money-mints, 
ed employers of child labor who were 
not deterred by the-mere prohibition 
and penalties of the statutes hut who 
pursued the policy of weighing the 
profits of child labor over and against 
the penalties of the statutes and the 
chance 
of 
escaping detection- and 
prosecution. This aid in the state's 
administration of these laws, 
the 
court's decision in this case destroys." 
In asking the court to reconsider 
its decision the attorney general says 
that the court will make a new inter- 
pretation 
of the 
legislature's lan- 
guage, "if the court will, for the mo- 
ment, change its viewpoint from one

NEWSPAPERS IN HOLLAND 


SHOW FRONTIER TRAFFIC 


[BT ASSOCIATED . PRESS.] 


Amsterdam, Nov. 18.— The 'Dutch 
newspapers have recently been turn- 
ing a searchlight on the frontier, traf- 
fic which is alleged to be. furnishing 
Germany 
with many .commodities 
which she needs. 
Ae'cording to the 
Telegraaf, there is -little actual vio- 
lation of the letter, of.the Dutch regu- 
lations regarding' contraband, 
but 
there is a great deal of skillful eva- 
sion which is proving very .profitable 
to the Dutch trader. 
Fats.and oils are contraband, and 
therefore offer difflcultien to the smug- i 


gler, but. "margarine" and "soap" ar? 
i the list of allowed exports. A car- 
toon In- the Telegraaf shows an end- 
less train, of wagons winding along a 
country road towards 
the frontier, 
each wagon loaded with cases labeled 
"Margarine" and "Soap," and a note1 
underneath the picture reads "Fats 
and oils are contraband, but marga- 
rine and soap are all right, so here 
w* go!" 


A correspondent -writing from Ber- 
gen-up-Zoom, which is one of the moat 
convenient points for export to Ger- 
many, says: "Each freight train which 
comes in seems to contain a greater 
or, smaller number of cases of so- 
called margarine. The platform is 
littered with them, the storeroom is 
piled almost to the ceiling. Uutside, 
the station yard Is thronged with 
vehicles. I counted thirty-one carts, 
five handcarts, several dogcarts and 
ninety men with bicycles. The entire 
troop is commonly referred to by resi- 
dents of Bergen as 'the smugglers.' 


"As rapidly as possible' the cases 
are hustled out from the station and 
immediately the procession starts for 
the frontier. There are three roads 
from Bergen across,the frontier, but 
the leniency of the customs officials 
seems to vary considerably 
at 
the 
three points, and one road is follow- 
ed by the majority of the margarine- 
laden .wagons.
